PEKING, Aug. 12 (Agencies) 
— China and Japan signed a 
treaty of peace and friendship 
Saturday affirming their mutual 
opposition to "hegemony" and 
provoking a sharp and imme- 
diate rebuke from the Soviet 
Union. 

The Soviet Union and China 
both understand the anti-hege- 
mony clause as being directed 
at Moscow, and Moscow was 
not swayed by Japanese .insis- 
tence that the clause was direc- 
ted at no particular nation. 

It is “quite clear already now 
that the treaty is in conflict 
with the interests of peace and 
detente and is fraught with tre- 
mendous danger," said Tass, 
the official Soviet news agency. 

Japanese Foreign Minister 
Sunao Sonoda, meanwhile, said 
that he believes China 
will abrogate its treaty of 
friendship and assistance with 
the Soviet Union within a year. 
Sonoda joined Chinese Foreign 
Minister Huang Hua Saturday 
for the signing ceremony, and 
later was received by party 
Chairman Hua Kuo-feng.

Israel planning

TEL AVIV, Aug. 12 (Agen- 
cies) — Israel is planning a 50 
per cent increase of the occu- 
pied West Bank's Jewish po- 
pulation to 7,300 next year. 
Agriculture Minister Ariel .Sha- 
ron said in a radio interview. 

Sharon, who is chairman of

War of words continues 


Beirut quiet after clashes 


BEIRUT, Aug. 12 (Agencies) 
— A precarious calm settled 
over war-stricken areas of Eas- 
tern Beirut Saturday but the 
antagonists showed no signs of 
toning down their war of 
words. 

Guns fell silent after fight- 
ing suddenly erupted Friday 
night between Syrian-dominat- 
ed Arab peacekeeping forces 
and rightist militias, with the 
two sides blaming each other 
for starting the c l a s h - 

The rightwing Phalangist Ra- 
dio reported that at least 20 
people were wounded in the 
fighting an<f substantial damage 
to property was also reported. 

All kinds of heavy weapons 
were used in the outburst du- 
ring which residents in the 
rightist stronghold of Asbra- 
fiyeh took refuge in shelters. 

A weary resident emerging 
from a sleepless night said: 
“It’s all quiet now, but only 
God knows how long it will 
last" 

The top 1 2th floor of (he 
National Liberal Party bead- 
quarters of former President 
C amill e Chamoun was set on 
fire by Syrian multiple rocket 
la uncher s during the Ashrafi- 
ych barrage, a police spokes- 
man reported. 

He said several buddings 
received direct hits from Sy- 
rian tank cannons in the low- 
income Christian neighbor- 
hood of Ain Rummaneb, which 
came under a six-hour barrage 
for the third straight night, des- 
pite the ceasefire. 

The Syrians, accused a 
"small rightist militia group" of 
provoking the ceasefire viola- 
tions. 

The eastern sector was re- 
ported by rightist spokesmen 
to have restored a measure of 
normalcy at mid-morning, with 
people venturing out to busi- 
ness and shops opening. 

Traffic between the city’s 
western and eastern sectors was 
cautiously picking up. 

The latest clash shattered a 
truce agreement reached only 
48 hours earlier under which 
the Syrians evacuated about 
150 men from positions encir- 


cled by the rightists in Ashnt- 
fiyeh. 

Most of the troops regroup- 
ed at Rizk Tower, an unfinish- 
ed building overlooking the 
area, and Friday eight rockets 
streaked from it into targets 
below. 

The Phalangist radio said a 
trooper Saturday shot dead a 
passerby, and that sniper fire 
was also directed at the other 
trouble spot — Ain Rumraa- 
neh. 

Mutual suspicion has gover- 
ned Syrian-rightist relations, 
although the two sides were 
dose allies during the 1975-76 
civil war which also involved 
Lebanese leftists and their Pa- 
lestinian commando allies. 

The French-language Leba- 
nese rightist newspaper “Le Re- 
veil" Saturday described Friday 
night’s bombardment as “bar- 
baric," while the Syrian go- 
vernment newspaper “Tishrin” 
attacked the rightists as “reac- 
tionary gangs." 

Meanwhile Prime Minister 
Salim Hoss Saturday reviewed 
Friday night’s clashes, Leba- 
non’s paralyzed economy and 
the southern problem with se- 
veral members of parliament. 

The participants urged the 
need for a Lebagese army con- 
tingent, pinned down in the 
village of Kawkaba in the sou- 
thern region's eastern sector 
for 12 days, to resume its ad- 
vance as originally planned. 

The 700-man unit halted af- 
ter coming under fire from Is- 
raeli- Indeed rightist militias 
stationed near the border.

Arrangements also are being 
made for the arrivals of Begin 
and Sadat in Washington in 
advance of the Sept. 5 meet- 
ing at the mountain retreat. 

Kuwait however, came out 
Saturday against the summit. 

Deputy Premier and Foreign 
Minister Sheikh Sabah al- 
Ahmed al-Sabah told reporters 
after meeting American Am- 
bassador Frank MaesLrone his 
country was not pinning any 
hopes on the summit. 

Sheikh Sabah called for a 
resumption of the United Sta- 
tes sponsored Geneva Middle 
East peace talks and said: “We 
think a return to a discussion 
of the Middle East problem 
under an international umbrella 
would be most suitable way of 
finding a solution to this prob- 
lem." 

In Baghdad. Iraq's ruling 
Baath Party newspaper said 
the planned summit meet- 
ing would be no better than 
earlier meetings. 

The newspaper said the sum- 
mit “will not achieve for An- 
war Sadat more than what his 
treacherous trip to Jerusalem 
last November achieved." 

In Moscow, the Soviet news 
agency Tass said the station- 
ing of American troops in the 
Middle East would cause a 
deterioration in the situation 
there and would meet strong 
Soviet opposition. 

The agency was commenting 
on reports from the United 
States that an offer to send 
American forces to guarantee 
a Mideast settlement was 
among initiatives Carter plann- 
ed for his meeting next month 
with Sadat and Begin. 

“As life has shown, actions 
of this kind involve a sharp 
deterioration of the situation,"

WCL sends message to Tunisia 
over trial of trade unionists 


BRUSSELS, Aug. 12 (R>— 
Two international trade union 
organizations have expressed 
concent over the trials of lea- 
ding Tunisian trade unionists 
arrested after a general strike 
in Tunisia last January. 

Jan Kulakowski, secretary- 
general of the World Confe- 
deration of Labor (WCLJ, has 
sent a telegram to Tunisian 
President Habib Bourguiba ex- 
pressing the WCL's "deep an- 
xiety with regard to heavy pe- 
nalties demanded in the trials 
of trade unionists'’, the WCL 
said Saturday. 

A WCL statement claimed 
that one group of trade unio- 
nists, now on trial in Sousse, 
are being tried “in a climate 
of violation of human right and 
rights of defense, many foreign 
advocates have been expelled 
before and during the trials.' 1 

Earlier this week Otto Kers- 
ten, general secretary of the 
International Confederation of 
Free Trade Unions (ICFTU), 
said he wanted to give eviden- 
ce in defense of 11 leaders of 
the Tunisian trade union fede- 
ration UGTT expected to be 
tried soon. 

The top UGTT official awai- 
ting trial is Habib Ac hou r, 
vice-president of the ICFTU, 
the world’s largest noncommu- 
nist trade union grouping. 

Under Achour’s leadership, 
the UGTT called a national 
strike on Jan. 26 to back its 
demands for* better pay and 


working conditions. 

An ICFTU statement said 
th at d espite pressure from the 
-ICFTU to put the union lea- 
ders on trial without delay, the 
Tunisian government had still 
not fixed a date for the court 
hearing.

mitted a part in the murder ol 
former Chilean foreign Minis* 
ter Orlando Letelier has been 
promised a shortened jail sen- 
tence in exchange for testimo- 
ny prosecutors say will impli- 
cate Chile. 

U.S. Attorney Earl Silbert 
told. Judge Barrington Parker 
Friday that a proposed 10- 
year sentence had been nego- 
tiated with Michael Townley, 
who lived in Chile for 20 years, 
and his lawyer because his tes- 
timony would be indispensable 
to the prosecution aim of pro- 
ving that Chile had ordered the 
killing. 

Judge Parker said he was

Plea bargains are struck out- 
side the court and judges can 
choose to ignore them.

lesser charge of conspiracy. 

The Chilean authorities are 
holding the three former DINA 
agents following a United Sta- 
tes extradition request, but no 
decision is expected for up to 
two months.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 
(UPI) — Pentagon sources say 
further arms proposals are ex- 
pected to go to Congress within 
the next few days to push this 
year’s foreign arms sales 
volume closer to the maximum 
allowed 'by President Carter. 

The administration Friday 
notified Congress it plans to 
sell another $744 million in 
arms to seven countries under 
its arms sales ceiling for this 
fiscal year. 

The notification was partial- 
ly designed to get the propo- 
sals before Congress, which has 
30 days to disapprove them by 
majority vote of both houses 
before the legislators recess for 
Labor Day. 

The proposed sales include 
$263.5 million worth of equip- 
ment for Iran, $217.7 milli on 
for the Nationalist Chinese 
government on Taiwan and 
lesser amounts to Israel, South 
Korea. Pakistan, Spain and 
Thailand. 

If all of the latest group of 


are accepted by the 
countries involved, and if Con- 
gress does not vote disappro- 
val within the alloted time, the 
sales will raise to about $6.2 
billion the total of arms and 
military equipment sold so far 
this year under the administra- 
tion's ceiling. 

President Carter's sclf-impos- ■ 
ed ceiling for the fiscal year, 
which ends Sept. 30. is $8.6 
billion. 

Pentagon sources said farther 
proposals are expected to go 
to Congress within the next 
few days to push the year's 
sales volume closer to the 
maximum allowed. 

Despite its description as a 
“ceiling,” the figure does not. 
accurately reflect all military 
sales abroad, however. 

Sales to NATO allies, Japan, 
Australia and New Zealand 
are exempted as are military 
construction programs for such 
nations as Saudi Arabia. Those 
progrms ran into hundreds of .

Only 26 
per cent of the sample rated 
Carter's performance good or 
excellent. 

“I think Jimmy Carter's fun- 
damental problem is he wanted 
to be president, but he -didn’t 
know why," Brock told the 
Concord Group, a seminar of 
150 professional Republican 
campaign workers from a half- 
dozen western states. 

Brock said if Republicans 
fall into the same trap of de- 
voting all their energies to 
campaign strategy, leaving 
development of policies and 
the people to carry them out 
until. after election day, they 
will have tbe same problems in 
the White House. 


WASHING J UN, Aug. J2 
(UPI) — A new study strongly 
suggests for the first time that 
tbe widely used meat preserva- 
tive sodium nitrite may be a 
cancer-causer in and ot itself, 
the government reported. 

Previous controversy over 
the preservative — used in 
hot dogs, luncn . meat and 
other processed meat, poultry 
and nsn — has centered around 
its ability to pruuuce nitrosa- 
rames, known cancer causers, 
in combination with otber subs- 
tances. 

But Friday's announcement 
by the Food and Drag Admin- 
istration and the Agriculture 
Department said a new stuoy 
done tor FDA by tne Massa- 
chusetts institute of Technolo- 
gy “surongiy suggests that 
m trite produced cancer in toe 
lympnauc system of test ani- 
mals. i Djs mechanism is clear- 
ly distinct trom that ot nitro- 
samines." 

“Almost 13 per cent of the 
test animals receiving nitrite 
contracted cancer of the lymph 
system,” the announcement 
said, "whereas aoout 8 per* 
cent of those receiving no ni- 
trite contracted cancer. ine 
inherence is significant statisti- 
cally and leads us to the con- 
cern that nitrite may increase 
the incidence of human can- 
cer.” 

the two agencies said they 
had not yet decided whether 
to ban the food additive out- 
right. 

fbe announcement said the 
study was being placed on the 
public record for scientific scru- 
tiny wrnie the agencies assess 
several options aimed at pro- 
tecting the public from both 
the potential cancer threat and 
from botulinum poisoning 
which sodium nitrite is used to 


prevail. 

About 20 per cent of tbe 
average human dietary expo- 
sure to nitrite comes from 
cured meat products, the re- 
maining 80 per cent trom other 
lood.

34 former Sri Lankan officials 
stripped of rights for 7 years 


COLOMBO, Aug. 12 (R) — 
The Sri Lankan parliament has 
stripped 34 former officials of 
their civil rights for seven 
years. 

The two opposition parties 
opposed Fridays measure, say- 
ing that the 34 had not had a 
chance to defend themselves 
against allegations of malprac- 
tices in office. 

They included former local 
government minister Felix Dias 
Bandaranaike, a nephew of 
ex- Prime Minister Sirimavo 
Bandaranaike. 

After a nine-hour debate, the 


168-member parliament passed 
by tbe necessary two-thirds 
majority two bills based on re- 
commendations of commissions 

which investigated local gov- 
ernment during Mrs. Bandara- 
naike’s seven years in power. 

The parliamentary vote was 
forced by a constitutional court 
ruling that the bills violated 
the constitution. 

Bandaranaike and his 33 co- 
accused will also be barred 
from holding public and judi- 
cial posts for seven years. 

The opposition parties, Ta- 
mil United Liberation Front 


(TULF), and Mrs. Bandara - - 
naike’s Freedom Party voted 
against the bills. 

Mrs. Bandaranaike said the 
bills had been introduced by 
the new government to wreak 
vengeance on its political op- 
ponents. 

TULF leader Murugesu Si- 
vasithamparam said the TULF 
had been at tbe receiving end 
of the venom of Banda- 
ranaike when he was local gov- 
ernment minister but the TULF 
opposed any law that denied a 
person an opportunity to de- 
fend himself. 


NEWARK, New Jersey, 
Aug. 12. (R) — A federal judge 
has refused a petition to free 
“New York Times” reporter 
Myron Farber. who was jailed 
a week ago for refusing to give 
up his confidential notes in the 
case of accused murderer Dr.

Federal District Court Judge 
Federick Lacey said Friday he 
was troubled by the fact that 
Farber could make up to 
$500,000 on a book he Is writ- 
ing on tbe affair.

(UP1I — The United States 
and China are moving to in- 
crease their economic and poli- 
tical relationship at a time 
when both countries are show- 
ing now strains in their rela- 
tionships with the Soviet 
Union. 

China, after leaving the post 
vacant for 10 months, finally 
replaced its chief of the Liai- 
son Office. The aew chief, Chui 
Tse-minh, was received imme- 
diately by Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance with a formal 
luncheon Friday. 

Such unusual and ostenta- 
tious friendliness came as the 
Russians denounced the Chi- 
nese in one of the strongest at- 
tacks in the history of the Sino- 
Soviet feud. 

The Soviet party paper "Pra- 
vda” said. “The realization is 
growing ever more strong in 
the world that the aggressive 
ambitions of China’s ruling 
elite are a threat to all man- 
kind, including the peoples of 
the capitalist countries.” 

In a recent statement distri- 
buted by the Soviet Embassy, 
Deputy Foreign Minister Ana- 
toly Kovalev discussed “at- 
tempts by the U.S. administra- 
tion to use trade as an instru- 
ment of bringing political pres- 


Soviet side declares that this is 
not the basis on which affairs 
can ‘be conducted seriously, to 
mutual advantage.” 

American organizations dea- 
ling with trade and cultural 
exchanges say there is a sharp 
increase in Chinese contacts 
with the United States, ranging 
from performing groups lo oil 
exploration deals. 

The National Council on 
U-S.-China trade said the Chi- 
nese invited four U.$. Oil com- 
panies — Exxon, Pennzoil, 
Phillips Petroleum and Uncon 
Oil — to discuss bids to ex- 
plore and develop offshore oil 
sites in China. 

Officials said the significance 
of the invitations can be seen 
from the size of the operation 
— anywhere from S5 billion 
to $23 billion, depending on 
what is found — and dura- 
tion of the drilling — from 
five to eight years. 

Agriculture Secretary Bob 
Bergland . plans to visit China 
in October. China, a major 
wheat market, now buys most 
of its grain from Canada, Ar- 
gentina and Australia with on- 
ly residual purchases from the 
United Slates. Bergland said 
he would discuss “what might 
be done to expand trade.”

Force delta-wing Vulcan jet 
bomber crashed on Friday in a 
burst of flame and smoke near 
the Glenview U.S. Naval Air 
Station and the four crewmen 
were killed.

Legionnaires Disease bacteria 
isolated by U.S. research team 


ATLANTA, Georgia, Aug. 
12 (AP) — In what may be 
a breakthrough in finding how 
the baffling Legionnaires' Di- 
sease is transmitted. U.S. scien- 
tists have said they have iso 
lated in water the bacteria that 
struck 21 persons in Indiana. 
Three of the victims died. 

The Center' for Disease Con- 
trol (CDC) also reported >hat 
it has discovered a new strain 
of the disease in tissue from 
a man who died last spring at 
the Togus Veterans Adminis- 
tration Center in Maine; 

That new "serotype" differs 
slightly from the strain that 
-killed 34 persons attending an 
American jLegjon convention 
in Philadelphia two years ago. 
But its existence could mean 


the Legionnaires' diseas bade- - 
rium and its close relatives are 
more common than previously 
believed. 

The CDC has confirmed a 
total of 135 deaths from the 
disease during the past two 
years, but health officials be- 
lieve there have been many ■ 
more undetected cases 'hat 
have been recorded simply as 
pneumonia deaths. 

CDC researchers said scien- 
tists have tracked the disease 
to air-conditioner water at In- 
diana University’s Memorial 
Union in Bloomington. There 
were 19 cases reported at the 
union and two from the gene- 
ral area in the past year. Three 
of the 21 Bloomington-area vic- 
tims died.

The United States has finally recognized- that time is run- 
ning out for a Middle East peace settlement. The proof of 
this is the upcoming “do-or-die” Camp David summit, and 
Washington's acceptance of the role of "full partner” in the 
peace process. President Sadat has long sought an American 
involvement in the negotiations that would be more substantive 
and contributory than the Kissingeresque role of “mediator.” 
The United States has been reluctant to commit itself to full 
participation io the peace-making process, presumably for 
fear of appearing to take sides in the Arab* Israeli dispute and 
thus alienating either the Israelis or the Arabs. But American 
policymakers have realized for some time now that there was 
only a slim hope of maintaining the role of disinterested medi- 
ator, simply because pure mediation was not working as they 
had hoped, and because it was becoming clearer with each 
passing day that the United States has an urgent national inter- 
est in the resolution of the Middle Hast conflict. 

The total disintegration of the peace-making process car- 
ries with it grave political and economic dangers for the United 
States and its allies — dangers that relate to long-term energy 
supplies, export markets, technology transfers, and other fac- 
tors linked to the economic survival of the West, not to men- 
tion the strategic threat posed by possible Soviet gains in the 
Middle East. Dr. Brzezinskt and his colleagues, in charting 
the future course of their country’s foreign policy, have decid- 
ed that a stable Middle East is crucial not only to America’s 
long-range interests, but also to the world's hopes for a new 
international economic order. In short, the qualitative changes 
in the world order that have occurred since 1973 make war 
in the Middle East a totally unacceptable alternative. With 
this in mind. President Carter apparently decided that the 
United States can no longer afford to indulge in mediation, to 
play the bystander on an issue in -which vital American inter- 
ests are being threatened. 

When the Camp David Summit convenes Sept. 5, Mr. 
Carter can be expected to take off the kid gloves and con- 
front both President Sadat and Prime Minister Begin with his 
own concerns about the need for a comprehensive peace. The 
president will try to convey a global perspective on the con- 
flict to his Egyptian and Israeli guests, and explain the urgency 
of a settlement in strategic and economic terms. He is likely 
to stress the economic advantages a comprehensive peace 
would bring, for Egypt, Israel and the entire region. And 
Mr. Carter can be expected to point up the threat of a radicaltza. 
Uon of the Middle East that would folloy a breakdown of 
the peace-making process. On the personal level, the U.S. 
president will try to establish 3 productive working relationship 
between the Egyptian and Israeli leaders. 

Most importantly — and the U.S. now realizes this — Presi- 
dent Carter still have to convince Begin that total withdrawal 
from the occupied territories is not an Egyptian bargaining 
position but a fundamental principle of any peace settlement. 
President Sadat cannot in good conscience accept a territorial 
compromise on the West Bank and Gaza. Such a compromise 
would violate the principles of U.N. Security Council Resolu- 
tion 242 and would prevent the other confrontation states from 
ever entering into the peace process. On this one issue at least. 
President Carter can be expected to take the side of the Egypt- 
ians. There may be certain point$/on which the American 
president’s position may parallel that of the Israeli government, 
but the question of withdrawal is not one of them. 

The Camp David Summit is President Carter’s last chance 
ro revive the momentum towards peace. He knows this, and 
is willing to stay closeted with his Egyptian and Israeli coun- 
terparts as long as it takes to secure a breakthrough — be it a 
matter of days or weeks. Some of Mr. Cartels advisers 
think the summit is an unacceptable gamble, but the president 
disagrees.

The PLO in Washington

WASHINGTON— 

The outer room of the office 
in the Dupont Circle neighbor* 
hood has shelves ot brochures 
such as “Who is Menahem 
Begin?” and “Israel and Tor- 
ture.” 

The walls are decorated with 
Arab posters and a Palestinian 
flag. 

The director of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization's Was- 
hington information office says 
despite a "hostile" U.S. govern- 
ment, his controversial ■ new 
bureau is accomplishing its 
goals and hoping for expan- 
sion. 

Crank calls and hostile letters 
have been few since the open- 
ing last April 17, and most of 
each week's 20 or so letters 
have been supportive or in- 
quisitive, Haten Hussaini, the 
director, said in an interview. 

Hussaini said the aim of the 
office, which receives its 
$88,000 a-year-budget from the 
PLO, is to “inform the Ameri- 
can people about the Palestin- 
ians; what is iheir culture, their 
heritage; what are their socio- 
economic conditions.” 

This translates into reforming 
the Palestinians' image from a 
terrorist group to a proud and 
enterprising people. 

“We have sent representatives 
to conventions, contributed to 
conferences, distributed our 
newsletter, published our book- 
lets." Hussaini said. 

There are PLO offices throu- 
ghout the world, including one 
in New York in conjunction 
with the United Nations. But 
Hussaini said he had difficulty 
opening an office in Washing- 
ton where the government does 
not formally recognize the 
PLO. “The office holds no 
diplomatic status, unlike in 
many other countries," Hus- 
saini said. 

“We are under great pres- 
sure, unfortunately, from the 


American government because 
of Zionist pressure,” he said. 
Hussani said the B’Nai Brith 
And -Defamation League and 
the Israeli Embassy have asked 
President Carter to close the 
office. 

“When we opened, the State 
Department said. ‘We discour- 
age this kind of office.'” 

Asked for examples of offi- 
cial pressure, Hussaini said, 
“We are in general, under pres- 
sure from the Justice Depart- 
ment, which we have to regis- 
ter with. They send us letters 
inquiring about our activities, 
requiring us to register and so 
on." 

According to the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act, repre- 
sentatives of foreign powers in 
the United States are required 
to register with the Justice De- 
partment.

Hussaini is careful to disting- 
uish between the U.S. govern- 
ment and the American peo- 
ple when he says they are “fair 
and willing to listen.”

The rightist militias of Leba- 
non have once again chosen a 
hard-line response to overtures 
from the government of Presi- 
dent Elias Sarkis. 

On Friday, rightist militias 
rejected a six-point compromise 
“security plan” that would -have 
extended for six months the 
mandate of the Syrian-dominat- 
ed Arab peacekeeping force in 
exchange for a gradual with- 
drawal of the Arab troops in 
favor of Lebanese forces. 

In South Lebanon, rightists 
kept regular Lebanese army 
troops pinned down in Kaw- 
kaba. aDd U.N. officers posted 
nearby were for the first time 
weighting a “military response" 
to the militia position, accord- 
‘ ing to U.N. sources.. 

The joint command of the 
main rightist militia groups ap- 
peared to dim hopes of an early 
political settlement consolidat- 
ing “the most promising cease- 
fire bid since the Syrian-rightist 
violence began. 

The command issued a state- 
ment rejecting the compromise 
security plan apparently leaked 
to focal media by government 
officials. The* rightist statement 
said that “any negotiation on 
any of the points” was ruled 
out and that the provisions 
“singly and as a whole ignore 
the principles on which the na- 
tional struggle (of the militias) 


Is founded.” 

The compromise, published 
in newspapers Thursday, would 
extend the mandate of the A rab 
peacekeeping force for another 
six month term in the fall. But 
ii would also gradually phase 
out these troops «n favor of 
Lebanese forces. 

Dany Chamoun— head of 
the National Liberal Party mili- 
tia that did much of the fight- 
ing for the rightists during the 
recent battles with the Syrians 
-said Thursday. ‘‘We are ab- 
solutely ready to support Leba- 
nese government forces in 
place of the Syrians in east 
Beirut. 

He softened rightist demands 
for an immediate Syrian with- 
drawal from Lebanon, saying

STOCKHOLM — 

Sweden's coalition govern- 
ment, which has been leading 
this country through its worst 
postwar economic crisis, is 
nearing a showdown on its 
most critical issue — the future 
of nuclear energy in Sweden. 

Political commentators say a 
near miracle is needed to avoid 
a government crisis by the end 
of this year because of the 

worsening split over nuclear 

policy among the three coali- 
tion partners who came to 
power when the Social dJemo- 
crats were ousted nearly two 
years ago. 

The looming crisis focuses on 
the firm stand of Centrist Pre- 
mier Torbjom Falldin, who 
staked his personal honor to 
rid Sweden of nuclear power 
within a decade because of 
risks for present » and future 
generations. 

“I will not allow actuation 
of any new nuclear plants un- 
less all experts agree on sate 
disposal of nuclear waste pro- 
ducts,” Falldin said recently. 

Falldin will meet with Gosta 
Bohman, Conservative Party 
leader, and the Liberal Party 
leader Ola UUsten later this 
month to discuss the charging 
of two completed nuclear plants. 
The deadlock is further com- 


plicated by reports that the 
power plant buildens will de- 
mand multi-billion dollar com- 
pensation from the government 
if the two plants are not actuat- 
ed. 

’ When Falldin last year back- 
ed off slightly from his uncom- 
promising stand to be able to 
govern together with the Con- 
servatives and the Liberals — 
both supporters of a nuclear 
program put forth by the So- 
cial Democrats in 1975 — op- 
position Socialists and some 
Center voters branded his ac- 
tion as “deceit.” 

But while they gave a go- 
ahead for charging of a newly 
built nuclear plant at Barse- 
back in southern Sweden. Fall- 
din and his energy minister 
Olof Johansson, who leads the 
anti-nuclear election campaign, 
set harsh conditions for start- 
ing up any new reactors. 

A law, which was passed in 
the Riksdag (parliament) des- 
pite Communist and Social De- 
mocratic opposition, did not 
affect the five plants then ’ope- 
rating. It required the nuclear 
industry to produce reprocess- 
ing agreements and find ways 
to contain nuclear wastes be- 
fore new reactors would be 
operationaL 

The Barseback plant, Swe- 
den’s sixth nuclear plant, which 


only had to meet the repro- 
cessing law, w.k granted a unt- 
year operational term which 
expires at the end of 19’s, 

The other seven plants m the 
original nuclear program, o? 
which two are completed ar.d 
two in an advanced building 
stage, have io meet the law 
both respects. 

A government -sponsored 
commission, dominated from 
the outset b} anti-nuclear mem- 
bers, was Set up to deal with 
the problems. Several me.-nhe.-t 
of the commission change* 
their opinions during their 
year-long study, and the com- 
mission, to the embarrassment 
of the Centrists, came out 
strongly in favor ot nuclear 
energy. Eleven ui *he 15 mem- 
bers voted for nuclear power, 
with three against.

The Ochs family had grown 
“sensitive to their negative 
Jewish role” the supplement 
says. 

Today, the company’s "chan- 
ging financial character" — in- 
cluding increased profits earn- 
ed by non-newspaper enter- 
prises of “The Times” — has 
led the publishing firm to be 
less “responsive” to “New 
York Zionists,” the report 
charges. 

“Great numbers of Jews may 


writhe and seethe over ihs ar 
rogant treatment given by ‘The 
Times’ to Israel's cause and id 
I srael's supporters” the study 
says, “but they would come to 
real’ze that ‘The Times’ long 
ago ceased to be a newspaper 
depenaeni on the opinion of 
intelligent readers who might 
rate it tor its broad coverage 
and objectivity.”

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Scientists seeking new technologies to deal with the energy crisis 


Hydrogen gas from water

BRUSSELS — The science 
fiction dream or a gas-powered 
world drawing its energy needs 
from water has come a step 
nearer reafiry with a break- 
through in hydrogen production. 

Funded by the European 
Common Market, a team of 
scientists working in northern 
Italy has developed a new tech- 
nique of making the gas from 
water at very high temperatures. 

It is the world's first closed- 
circuit system for producing 
hydrogen from water by tber- 
mochemica! means, and is cur- 
rently being compared with 
other methods .of breaking 
down water into hydrogen and 
oxygen by electrolysis. 

The experimental laboratory- 
scale process at the EEC's 
Ispra Research Center has been 
operational since May, and 
produces 100 liters of hydrogen 
an hour by a complex chemical 
process using sulfuric acid. 

With oil expected to be scar- 
ce by the end of the century, 
the European Community has 
set aside $36 million for hydro- 
gen research over four years. 

The aim — to develop ways 
uf turning water into the gas 
which many scientists hope will 
make possible a 21st or 22nd 
century ‘'hydrogen economy." 

One of the lightest gases 
known to present-day science, 
hydrogen was once used to 
raise airships laden with pas- 
sengers or cargo. 

Bui the world's greatest tran- 
satlantic zeppelin, the Hinden- 
bcrg, demonstrated both the 
danger and the latent power of 
the gas when it exploded in a 
ball of fire at Lakehurst, New 
Jersey, in 1937. 

After this disaster airships 
faded from the scene. But the 
explosive qualities of hydrogen 
later made it an ideal rocket 
fuel. 

The second and third stages 
of Saturn Five, the rocket 
which helped put a man on the 
moon, were powered by liquid 
hydrogen and oxygen as they 
launched Apollo spacecraft in- 
to orbit. 

But it is as a substitute for 
ordinary petrol and natural 
gas that hydrogen is tipped as 
the fuel of the future. 

With more versatility than 
nuclear, geothermal, wave or 
wind power, a liquid or gas 
form like hydrogen could help 
preserve the independent, 
mobile life-style industrialized 
man has come to expect as bis 




According to the EEC’s ener- 
gy experts, it could one day be- 
come economic to combine 
hydrogen with coal-based pro- 
ducts to make synthetic natural 
gas, and synthetic gasoline. 

Eventually, when all fossil 
fuels become scarce, hydrogen 
could be used in the home for 
cooking and heating, supplied 
through special pipelines and 
passed through purpose-built 
burners. 

•There are many ways it 
could replace oil and natural 
gas," said Mariano Maggiore, 
an official at the EEC's joint 
research center here which runs, 
the establishment at Ispra, Italy, 
where the new technique was 
developed. 

“It bums well and at a high 
temperature," he added. Tt also 
reconverts to water when burn- 
ed and is non-polluting at the 
consumer end." 

But there are snags. At least 
as much energy is needed to 
break down water into its con- 
stituent elements, hydrogen and 
oxygen, as will be given by the 
two resulting gases. 

The new thermochemical pro- 
cess requires large amounts of 
heat, for example. The other 
method uses electricity. 

So hydrogen produced from 
water cannot be considered as 
a virtually limitless energy 
source like the sun, or as a 
natuarally existing fuel like 
coal or gas. It would be, as the 
EEC's hydrogen experts point 
out in an unpublished paper 
here, an “energy carrier" like 
electricity itself. 

Hydrogen is already present 
in large proportions in coal 
gas. which is half hydrogen, 
and town gas, which is a mix- 


ture oF hydrogen and carbon 
monoxide. 

Today, hydrogen is mostly 
used in the chemical industry 
to make ammonia and metha- 
nol, and is produced on site 
out of methane, the main con- 
stituent in natural gas. 

Although goal is expected to 
be around for several hundred 
more years, as oil and natural 
gas run out and their prices 
rise, the EEC's experts predict 
a developing market for "mer- 
chant" hydrogen. . 

But the two principle water- 
splitting methods — the thermo- 
chemical cycle and electrolysis 
— remain unproven economical- 
ly, and EEC energy ministers 
decided to fund the research 
early because of the long lead- 
times of the technologies invol- 
ved. 

So far the European Com- 
munity has kept in the fore- 
front of hydrogen production 
methods. 

It has concentrated its efforts 
on the thermochemical techni- 
que. work, on which started 
eight years ago. and allocated 
about SI 9 million for the 1977- 
1980 research program. 

Over the same period, the 
EEC commission expects to 
spend nearly SI 7 million nart- 
financing private research into 
hydrogen utilization and its 
production by electrolysis. 

Studies of electrolysis are 
much further advanced, and 
laboratory results of this tech- 
nique have so far been good. 

The EEC experts think when 
the technology is fully develop- 
ed, the cost of electrolytic hy- 
drogen will not be much more 
than that of the conventional 
methane-produced hydrogen .-fR - ).

It’s about time exhibit follows clockwork of history

PHILADELPHIA, Pennsylva- 
nia — If you've got the time, a 
new exhibit here traces 'clocks, 
from Stonehenge (3,000 B.c.) 
to today's digital wristwatch 
and- beyond. ’ 

It’s called “Jt’s About Time” 
and will be on display at the 
Franklin Institute in Philadelp- 
hia through next June. Stone- 
henge, according to one popu- 
lar theory about the mysterious 
stone slabs, determined die time 
of year, sundials the time of 
day and the water clock measu- 
red lengths of time, project 
director Jay Newlin said, point- 
ing to various replicas on dis- 


play. 

“The waterdock (called the 
Clepsydras) was used in Roman 
law courts to determine lengths 
of orations," Newlin said. “If 
someone took too long, you- 
told him to take a sip of his 
Clepsydras-" 

The exhibit then focuses on 
the seventh century when Pope 
Sabinianus decreed that the 
bells of the monastery be rung 
seven times a day. When it be- 
came necessary to keep track 
of these intervals, mechanical 
clocks were introduced. 

“Time wasT very important 
then;" said Newlin.. “There was 
no need to tell time to the 


minute." 

The next major step in clocks 
was the application of the pen- 
dulum about 1660. Visitors to 
the exhibit - experiment with 
pendulums and examine 15 
working models of ingenious 
16th and 17th century*? escaper," 
meats, an early orrery and a - 
selection of small mechanical 
clocks. 

The so-called “age of dock- 
makers," Newlin pointed out, 
came with industrialization 
when machines forced people 
to change from task orientation 
to rime orientation. Among the 
exhibit artifacts in this y*a 
are tall case clocks and the 


famous Josephine clock, a sop- 
histicated, ornate automaton 
clock made for Empress Jose- 
phine around 1805 at the re- 
quest of Napoleon. 

The elaborate clock is cut 
oul of a large urn -shaped .base 
made of wood, marble, gold 
plate and brass. Every three 
hours, scooped-out portions of 
the urn become animated with 
vigorous movement: A little 

bird comes out and sings, a 
figurine of pluto dances, Cha- 
ron carries some people on his- 
boat and a blacksmith ham- 
mers out armor at the base. 

By the 1900’s, clocks and 
wristwatches were being pieced 


together on assembly lines. 

To illustrate the mass pro- 
duction of timepieces the exhi- 
bit indude* an unusual assem- 
bly line in which visitors can 
stand and put together a fact- 
mil e of a watch, 
v Newlin said. “Y&i * start to 
judge people by time. Someone 
with time to spare isn’t as im- 
portant as a person with no 
time-” • : 

The last' part of the exhibit 
categorizes people in two 
groups: Those with rigid work 
schedules and strictly planoed 
liesure . time;* and those with 
flexible hours who refuse to 
allow the clock create their 
leisure time. — (UW).

PHOENIX, Arizona — 
Working with the sun isn't the 
easy way, but scientists are 
closing in on a solar power 
system they hope will provide 
one solution to future energy 
shortages. 

Planners from the U-S. gov- 
ernment and officials of Arizo- 
na’s largest utility are coope- 
rating with engineers from 
■Motorola’s government elec- 
tronics division to build the 
world’s largest solar cell power 
plant in Phoenix. 

The scientists think they may 
have a successful solar conver- 
ter operating within -two years. 
More importantly they predict 
that within 15 years the solar 
cell unit could generate seve- 
ral million kilowatt hours per 
year — enough electricity to 
simply the needs of 500 ave- 
rage homes — at a cost low 
enough to compete with other 
power sources. 

Operating under the Phoenix 
sun, which shines an average 
of 294 days a year, the $8.7 
million plant will be the lar- 
gest single practical application 
of solar technology to date, ac- 
cording to Lee Johnson, a 
marketing manager for Moto- 
rola. 

Motorola designed the solar 
cells and energy collectors with 
federal funding from the De- 
partment of Energy. The city 
donated a 12-acre site at the 
Phoenix Sky Harbor Interna- 
tional Airport. Arizona Public 
Service Co. is' managing the 
construction and eventually will 
operate the plant. The state’s 
Solar Energy Research Com- 
mission is studying possible 
public benefits from the pro- 
ject 

Construction is scheduled to 
begin late this fall with com- 
pletion by late 1980. The plant 
will generate power for a new 
terminal at *tbe airport 

The solar-cell technology to 
be’ employed at the plant, based 
on technology used in manned 
and unmanned space projects, 
came after six years of deve- 
lopment costing Motorola 
about S100 million. 

It wifi produce photovoltaic 
power generated directly from 
4he sun through use of solar 
cells. 

. The airport site was chosen 
because it met DOE grant re- 
quirements that- the solar unit 
have public exposure, that it 
be built near the city’s largest 
freeway, and that it be used 
to power an airport terminal 
building, allowing the public 
to ’actually experience solar 
energy uses. 

Motorola engineers have de- 
veloped photovoltaic concent- 
rators, the most advanced so- 
lar modules to date, to collect 
the sunlight. The concentrators 
are bowl-shaped and 30 inches 
in diameter. Inside the bowls 


are flat-plate collectors, onto 
which optical lease, focus the 
suss pays. 

The concentrators are set 
atop a freely moving mecha- 
nism geared to track the sun. 
allowing ibe concentrators to 
absorb as much sunlight as 
possible. Each of the cells can 
generate 40 walls of power. - 
The Sky Harbor Airport pro- 
ject will have 14.250 of the 

concentrators. 

Johnson emphasized that 
cost, not technology, is now 
the problem. ~ 

"The technical maturity ha* . 
been achieved and the systems 
can be expanded easily. It's the 
cost we have to bring down." ' 
Johnson said. 

"It’s quite expensive now be- 
cause ot the cost per wan, , 
which is how everyone looks 
at electrical costs." , 4 

Keeping the costs of solar , 
technology within limits is one . 
of the criteria Motorola had to 
meet before receiving the DOE ' 
grant The- Energy Department. 9 
is determined to make • solar •« 
energy a competitive power • 
source 

"We've reached that goal in- , 
isolated places." Johnson said. 

“It may seem expensive here 
in a developed area servd by a 
larg utility. Bui in some areas ' 
it can be competitive witfa 
other power sources when you 
consider the costs of power 
poles and lines needed.” 

Last year, the Department 
of Energy decided to fund on- 
ly solar energy projects which 
could be constructed at costs' 
of 52 per watt by 1983 and 50 
cents per watt in 1990. 

These figures compare with 
a 1977 Motorola estimate of 
Si 8 per watt for the Phoenix 
Airport project. The solar plam 
construction is costing 12 lime 
as much, per watt of electricity 
produced, as a conventional 
coal-fired plant. 

"The DOE goal over the next 
ten years is optimistic," John- 
son said. "Additional technolo- 
gy breakthroughs are needed 
before we reach that goal.” 

Motorola officials said the 
airport project design is ami-, 
ripating costs of S8J29 per waR 
once lit begins operation. 

“By the time we finish (he 
airport project we should Gad 
that we can cut costs even for- | 
ther.”

UEFA announces changes in soccer cup rules

UEFA headquarters here an- 
nounced the new formula Fri- 
day.

the previous five years oi over- 
all European competition. 

An UEFA spokesman, said 
the new system was aimed at 
a tairer allotment ot UEFA cup 
places. Because of their suc- 
cesses in the last five years, 
Dutch and Belgian ciubs were 
likely to benent most when 


the system starts with the 
198U/SI UEFA cup, he saia. 

These two countries at pre- 
sent are allowed two 
UEFa places but. under 
the new system, their allotment 
could go up to three or even 
tour places. 

Ihe three countries at pre- 
sent allowed four UEFA pla- 
ces each — Britain. Italy and 


West Germany — could see 
thgir allotments reduced by one 
or even two places. 

Starting in next year's sum- 
mer break, UEFA will work 
out a league table ot all its 32 
member countries. 

The table will be based on 
the individual league results in 
the European cup, the Cup Win- 
ners cup and the U^JFA cup 
over the five previous seasons. 


EDMONTON, Alberta, Aug. 
12 (AP) — Gidemas Shahanga, 
u 19-year-old unknown from 
Tanzania, came loping from 
behind to win an astonishing 
victory in ihq marathon jn the 
Commonwealth Games Friday 
nigbl- 

With one mile to go he trai- 
led by 70 yards behind Jerome 
Drayton, one of Canada’s spor- 
ting heroes, and the crowd of 
40,000 at Edmonton's new 
Commonwealth stadium got 
ready to cheer another Cana- 
dian gold medal. 

Then Shahanga, a slightly 
built man of 140 pounds, made 
his bid. He entered the stadium 
fresh and lively after running 
the classic distance of 26 mile* 
385 yards along Edmonton’s 
pretty tree-lined streets, and 
crossed the finish line waving 
happily to the standing crowd. 
His time was 2:15:39.7. 

Drayton was 250 yards be- 
hind and won the silver me- 
dal. Another Canadian, Paul 
Bannon, was third. 

During the day Canada rea- 
ched a total of 42 gold medals 
and claimed a record for these 
games, which began in 1930. 
But Shahanga's triumph was 
only one feature of a day that 
saw gold medals shared out 
among some of the lesser spor- 
ting powers among ihe 46 
countries compel ing. 

Padukone Prakash of India 
won the men’s singles title and 
Sylvia Ng gained the women's 
singles gold medal in badmin- 
ton. 

Hong Kong wrapped up two 
gold medals, in the foursomes 
and pairs, in the leisurely and 
gentlemanly sport of lawn 
bowls. 

If the crowd at the boxing 
stadium had been making the 
decisions, bantamweight Tumnt 
Sogolik have won the first-ever 
gold medal in the games for 
Papua and New Guinea. But 
Barry McGuigan of Northern 
Ireland was given a split points 
decision, to a storm of booing, 
and Sogolik had to be content 
with a silver. . 

Shahanga comes from Aru- 
sha, the same hometown us 
Filbert Bayi, holder of the 
world 1,500 meters record. 
Two weeks ago he attracted 
attention for the .first time by 
finishing seventh in the mara- 
thon in the African Games 
at Algiers. On that occasion 
he spurted from 15th place af- 
ter throwing away Ms shoes 
and running barefoot. 

This time he kept his shoes 


on and came steadily through 
the field. He was fifth at the 
18 miles mark, fourth at 21 
miles and second at 24 miles. 

Even Tanzanian team offi- 
cials were surprised by his per- 
formance. 

This was only Shahanga's se- 
cond marathon. He never ran 
seriously until two years ago. 

He admitted he never had 
any thought of a gold medal 
before Friday's race began. 

“But when we turned to start 
the homeward run I begun to 
think 1 could make it,” he 
said. “1 met the leading run- 
ners coming back, and they 
were drawing nearer to me.” 
The days track and tidd 
events begun with a fine per- 
formance by England in the 
women’s 100 meters hurdles, 
Lorna Boothe, a 23-yea r-oid 
bank clerk, led a 1-2-3 sweep 
for her country in 12.98, with 
Shirley Strong second and Sha- 
ron Colyeax third. 

Another English gold meda- 
llist was Susan Reeve, winner 
of the womens long jump with 
a leap of 2 1 ft 74 in. 

Canadian men won iwo field 
event*. Bruce Simpson cleared 
16 feet, inches in the pole 
vault, and Borys Cbambul hea- 
ved the discus 195-10. 

Katrina Gibbs of Australia 
took the gold medal in the wo- 
men's high jump with a leap 
of 6 ft.. 4 in., edging Canada's 
popular Debbie Brill into se- 
cond place.

Weekly Wall Street 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12 (AP) 
— Ever since the spring. Wall 
Street analysts have been poin- 
ting to waves of common stock 
purchases by institutions — the 
mutual and pension funds — 
as a major reason bebind' the 
stock market's steady gains. 

The Dow Jones average of 
30 industrial stocks, ia the 740 
range back in February, re- 
bounded past the 900 level for 
a brief time during the past 
week's trading and finished at 
890.85, up Z42 from the pre- 
vious week's close. 

The rise in the widely-watc- 
hed average came even though 
“there was every reason to sug- 
gest it could go down,” said 
Martin Proyect, executive vice 
president of Calvin Bullock 
Ltd., an investment manager. 
The reasons for pessimism are 
numerous. The White House 
is predicting inflation will reach 
7.2 per cent this year. Some 
commentators worry the anti- 


cipated year^end economic 
slowdown may become a reces- 
sion. An energy program re- 
mains stalled in Congress, and 
the dollar has continued to slip 
to historic lows on foreign- 
exchange markets. 

At the J. Henry Schroder 
Bank and Trust Co., econo- 
mists are saying the economic 
conditions that affect securities 
markets have “changed margi- 
nally at best” in recent days. 
Robert Parks at Advest Co. 
was advising clients, mean- 
while, that “absolutely nothing 
fundamental has changed to 
warrant more than a tempora- 
ry change in investor spirits in 
both the bond and stock mar- 
kets.” 

Yet, “our psychology has be- 
come so perverse that we'd 
grasp at a slowdown as a good 
sign” said Alfred Johnson, 
chief economist of the mutual 
fund industry's Investment 
Company Institute.

Why, then, are the institu- 
tions optimistic?

and, noted Robert Buckles, pre- 
sident of Lehman Corp.: Many 
institutions’ investment officers 
“were caught . with a lot of 
cash” this month and didn't 
want to miss out on a possible 
summertime rally. 

That all means institutions 
are wondering if interest rates 
finally are nearing their peak 
and if now is the time to leave 
bonds for common stocks. 

The switchover is occurring 
in a climate “that Is likely to 
be much more favorable to in- 
vestors and risk-takers than at 
any time over the past 10 
years," said Johnson. 

Wall Street is beginning to 
believe the U.S. government is 
■becoming more careful about 
how it spends its money and 
has become “much more con- 
cerned with deficits," said 
Johnson. In addition, added 
Proyect, “dividend yields axe up 
tremendously. There’s a pros- 
pect for reductions in taxes and 
especially in capital gains ta- 
xes, and a slowdown in the 
economy would moderate the 
rate of inflation.”

Japan’s trade surplus 
continues to increase 


Tokyo, Aug. 12 (R) — 
Japans big trade surplus- a 
major factor in the decline of 
tbe U.S ; dollar, has ironically 
continued to increase, largely 
because of the dollar's fall, 
according to. the Japanese gov- 
ernment’s annual white paper 
on the economy. 

It said the value of the dol- 
lar had slumped against the yen 
so sharply that time-lags bad 
built up before the effect was 
reflected in Japan’s economic 
performance. 

Normally when a country s 
currency strengthens, its exports 
decline because they become 
more expensive and its imports 
increase as they become chea- 
per* _ . . ■ ' .

But in Japan's case, the re- 
port said, exports had continu- 
ed at the new, higher value of 
the yen before demand built 
up for the cheaper imports. 

The report, published Friday, 
said tbe trade snrplus might 
not be cut until-'the dollar ex- 
change rate stabilized-. 

But it said Japan was aim- 
ing for a higher economic 
growth rate than the rest of 
the world, hoping that this 
would boost imports and re- 
duce the. need to export. 

The government had also 
■taken steps to curb the volume 
of exports in the fiscal year 
ending next March and to in- 
crease imports through emer- 
gency chases from abroad, it 
said. 

Japan had began to change 
its export-oriented economic 
structure into oae-whichfifluould 
promote the import of manu- 
factured and semi-manufactur- 
ed goods, it said.' 


One way .Japan seeks to 
reduce its trade surplus I s a 
scheme to make special im- 
ports of items for which Jr 
may have no pressing need — 
for instance, oil to be stock- 
pfled in idle tankers. 

At a news conference Satur- 
day a senior minister said he 
had decided on a target of 
$12.5 billion for such imports 
during the present financial 
year — more than three times 
the original goal. 

The minister for intematio-- 
nal trade and industry, Tosbio 
Komoto, said the target was 
decided during a meeting with, 
the director-general of the eco- 
nomic planning agency. Kiichi 
‘ Miyazawa. 

Komoto said they agreed that 
the program would be boosted 
with additional imports of 
mineral products, including 
ur anium concentrates, aircraft, 
ships and oil.

target should include five bil- 
lion dollars worth of mineral 
and energy resources.

Aides discuss proposing 
rejoining ILO to Carter 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 12 
(AP) — A cabinet-level . com- 
mittee has held an unannounced 
meeting to discuss the possibili- 
ty of recommending to Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter that the Uni- 
ted States rejoin the Interna- 
tional Labor Organization, it 
was learned Friday. 

Carter withdrew the United 
States from membership in the 
United Nations agency last 
November, largely because he 
believed the FLO had deviated 
from its original purpose of im- 
proving the lot of workers 
around the world. 

Of particular concern to the 
Carter administration was the 
tendency of Communist and 
Arab countries and their Third 
World allies to use the Geneva- 
based organization as a sound- 
ing board for attacks on Israel 

Officials refused comment on 
the outcome of the Thursday 
meeting, chaired by Labor Sec- 
retary Ray Marshall. They 
said a statement probably will 
be issued on the U.S. position 
next week. * 

One official said, however, 
there was sentiment among 
some senior officials that the 
United States should remain 


out of the ILO for the time be- 
ing even though the adminis- 
tration was encouraged by the 
results of tbe recent meeting 
of the 137-nation organization. 

In June, a wave -of. Third 
World abstentions and absen- 
ces led to the defeat of a four- 
year old resolution calling on 
the ILO to use “all means at 
its disposal” to persuade Is- 
rael to end racism and discrimi- 
nation in occupied territories. 

.According to one official, the 
administration most likely will 
await further signs that the 
TLO is being responsive to other 
U.S. concerns before any de- 
cision is made to rejoin the 
organization. 

■ Aside from the iLO's tenden- 
cy to inject “political consider- 
ations' 1 into its deliberations, 
Marshall has accused the ILO 
□f not applying Labor standards 
equally around (be world and 
of issuing condemnations of in- 
dividual countries without ade- 
quate investigation. 

Tbe cabinet-level committee 
is composed of representatives 
of the labor, state and com- 
merce departments and of U.S. 
labor and business organiza- 
tions.

Public support for a new 
Strategic Anns Limitation 
Treaty (SALT) has increased 
in recent weeks despite Soviet 
prosecutions of dissidents and 
continued suspicion about 
Russian good faith in abiding 
by agreements, according to 
the poll. 

More than seven out of 10 
Americans— 71 per cent— now 
favor a U^.-Soviet agree- 
ment that would limit nuclear 
weapons, up four points from 
the finding of an AP-NBC 
News poll in June. 

Opposition to a pact has re- 
mained steady at 22 per cent, 
while those who are undecided 
on the issue dropped from 11 
per cent in June to seven this 
month. 

Three-quarters of the public 
said that SALT negotiations 
should continue. Fifteen per 
cent favored breaking off the 
‘talks. Nine per cent of the 
*1,600 adults interviewed by 
telephone were not sure.
